WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Today, 
the second time in history, the 
Speakership of the House is held 
by an “Uncle Joe’—the first since 
Cannon. The new Speaker is the 
popular, easy-going, shaggy-browed, 
cavernous-eyed old Tennessee 
mountaineer, Joseph W. Byrns, 
from Cedar Hill, Robertson Coun- 
ty. He was “Uncle Joe” to thou- 
sands long before he aspired to the 
Speakership, which office is rated 
second in power only to the Presi- 

dency. 

William B. Bankhead of Alabama, 
father of Tallulah, the actress, suc 
ceeded Byrns as the Democratic 
floor leader yesterday. The election 
of both had been a foregone con- 
clusion since the consummation of 
a series of under-cover trades which 
gave Pennsylvania Democrats a 
seat on the powerful Ways and 
Means Committee and made John J. 
O'Connor, Tammany Democrat, 
Chairman of the equally powerful 
Rules Committee. 

Less than a month ago it was 
generally believed that the Speak- 
ership would go to the aggressive 
Sam Rayburn of Texas, but “Uncle 
Joe,” whose geniality masks a 
world of political guile and experi- 
ence, stole a marchon the Rayburn 
supporters and completely out- 
maneuvered them. 

Contrast in Manner. 

As contrasted with the tolerant 
rule of Byrns (which caused much 
exasperation at the White House 
last session), Bankhead’s leader- 
ship is expected to be of the “slave- 
driving’ type. An adroit parlia- 
mentarian, he is bold and firm. If 
anyone can keep the unwieldly 
Democratic majority under control 
for the administration, it is Bank- 
head. He is a brother of Senator 
John Bankhead of Alabama. 

Republicans and Progressives 
went through the hollow formality 
of nominating candidates for 
Speaker. The Republican candi- 
date was the party’s floor leader, 
Bertrand H. Snell of«<upstate New 
York. The Wisconsin Progressives 
put up George Schneider of that 
State. Byrns received 316 votes, as

Byrns’ “inaugural address,” de- 
livered in a high, quavering voice, 
consisted mainly of a succession 
of amenities, in which he promised 
the Republican minority to protect 
“its right to express its opinion 
on every public question that comes 
before the House,” and urged his 
“old friends and new friends” to 
assist him in carrying out the 
duties of his office. There was a 
distinct camp meeting touch to his 
style of oratory. 

Opening House Scenes. 

The opening scene was bizarre 
and theatrical. Kleig lamps cast a 
blinding glare over the Chamber. 
Flashlights blazed. News reel cam- 
eras ground. Many ex-Congressmen 
were on the floor, including Mayor 
LaGuardia of New York, who re- 
marked: “I would a whole lot rath- 
er be down here voting ‘aye’ than 
up in the City Hall saying ‘no.’” 

There was a fusilade of flash- 
lights when photographers discov- 
ered Mrs: Byrns, Joe Jr. and Mrs. 
Joe Jr., in the front row of the 
members’ gallery. A few feet away 
sat Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Long- 
worth, wife of the late Speaker and 
daughter of a President. 

Among the new members to at- 
tract especial attention was Mrs.

She sur- 
veyed the turbulent scene calmly 
through pince nez glasses and ap- 
peared to be amused.

One of the most important acts 
of the new House was to abolish 
the old rule under which 145 mem- 
bers could secure the discharge of 
any committee considering legisla- 
tion by signing a petition to that 
effect. Under the new rule 216 sig- 
natures—a majority of the House— 
are necessary to take a bill from 
a committee and bring it before 
the House. The change is intended 
to strengthen the Administration's

Q. What else did the child wear 
that evening as bedclothes? A. He 
had diapers, fastened to the small 
shirt, to the second shirt, and on 
top of that he had a sleeping suit, 
a wool sleeping suit,

yourself? A. I did. 

Q. I show you what purports to 
be a sleeping suit, No. 2 Dr. Denton, 
and ask you whether or not you 
recognize that sleeping suit.

State Outlines Case. 


The State, in its opening state- 
ment made by Attorney-General 
Wilentz, charged that Hauptmann 
killed the baby simultaneously with 
the kidnaping. The State. further 
charged the defendant with ripping 
the sleeping suit from the dead 
baby in order to perpetrate a ghast- 
ly ransom hoax on the parents. 

The Attorney-General told the 
jury he would prove that the man 


'who kidnaped the baby and mur 


dered it “sits in this courtroom.” 

As indicating new evidence has 
been gathered since Hauptmann’s 
arrest, Wilentz safd: “This defend- 
ant, Hauptmann, had conceived this 
plan and had undertaken it, had 
plotted it, and we will show that 
by the fact that he was in and 
about the vicinity of this Lindbergh 
home on many occasions before the 
crime.” 

Then, accusing Hauptmann, he 
said: “He went out that window 
and down that ladder of his. The 
ladder broke. He had more weight 
going down than he had when he 
was coming up. And down he went 
with this chiid.

Mistrial Motion Denied. 


Edward Jay Reilly, defender of 
Hauptmann, demanded a mistrial 
at the conclusion of Wilentz’s vivid 
outline. Reilly charged it was in- 
tended to “inflame the jury.” Jus- 
tice Trenchard denied the motion. 
Presentation of testimony began 
shortly afterward. 

Wilentz had continued his part 
about the incident at the ladder, 
thus: “Getting down there he took 
the ladder and about 70 feet away 
the load was too heavy. In the one 
hand he had the ladder and in the 
other he had this bundle. This dead 
package to him. The ladder was 
of no particular use to him. He 
abandoned that. Then he proceed- 
ed on his way until he had gotten 
about a half a mile, the child dead.

A look of horror filitted across 
the faces of the recently sworn 
jurors as Wilentz described a 
morgue scene, relating the story of 
a little body. 

“That was the Little Eagle,” he 
said. 

His last words were: “This State 
will not compromise with murder 
or murderers.” He banged on the 
jury rail—“we demand the penalty 
of first degree murder!” 

Sitting, thin-lipped, dour-faced, 
was Hauptmann, and a few chairs 
from him the famous flyer father. 

Mrs. Lindbergh, pale, composed, 
sat two chairs from Mrs. Haupt- 
mann. 

“Wanted Money, Money, Money.” 

All of them heard Wilentz say of 
Hauptmann: “He wanted money, 
money, money, lots of money.” 

Hauptmann braced himself, but 
remained immobile in expression. 

The Lindberghs both dropped 
their heads when the morgue scene 
was described, otherwise displayed 
no emotion. 

The jury, completed at 10:59, com- 
prises four women and eight men. 

Wilentz began his opening by say- 
ing: 

“The grand jury that was com- 
posed of citizens of this county has 
returned an indictment charging 
Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. was mur- 
dered. 

“Here is the law; that where 
death of anyone ensues in the com- 
mission of a burglary that killing 
is murder—murder in the first de- 
gree!” 

During Wilentz’s dramatic pre- 
sentation, Hauptmann sat fixed in 
his chair, staring at the speaker. 
His head was raised for almost the 
first time as Wilentz described the 
finding of the baby’s body. 

Mrs. Lindbergh’s head bowed for- 
ward. Her eyes were fixed on the 
floor. Perspiration appeared on 
Col. Lindbergh’s brow. He moved 
nervously in his chair. Betty Gow, 
the baby’s nurse, also dropped her 
head forward, her eyes downcast. 


Denial of the Motion. 

After Reilly’s motion for a mis- 
trial was denied, Justice Trenchard 
permitted Reilly to take an excep- 
tion to his ruling. He expressed the 
opinion, when denying the motion, 
that the jury understood it must 
weigh the evidence disapassionate- 
ly. 

There was a brief delay as maps 
of the Sourland Mountain area were 
being tacked un the rack erected on 
the wall behind the witness chair. 
Alongside of the map was tacked a) 
chart showing a plan of the Lind- 
bergh Hopewell estate. Following 
the estate plan were draughtsmen’s 
sketches of the floor plan for the 
first and second floors of the home, 
the second floor diagram showing 
the nursery. Five exhibits in all 
were mounted. 

Start of Testimony; Engineer Is 
First Witness. 

Taking of testimony began with! 
Walter E. Roberts, Hunterton 
County Engineer, on the stand to 


explain charts of the Lindbergh 
estate. 

Roberts told of the preparation | 
of the five exhibits. 

The iirst exhibit was a map show- 
ing the Hopewell area within a two- 
mile area of the Lindbergh estate, 
and Roberts with a pointer began 
to explain it to the jurors. 

Frederick A. Pope, of defense 
counsel, inquired about the county 
lines, and finally objected to ad- 
mission of the maps as merely “ap- 
proximate.” Justice Trenchard ad- 
mitted the maps as evidence finally 
after Pope withdrew his objection 
when he was assured by the court 
it would be used for illustrative 
purposes, 

Hauek next offered a chart of 
the east elevation of the Lindbergh 
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chart showed the window through 
which the child allegedly was taken.

Roberts told the jury the height

Roberts described the third chart,

back and forth. Word from the 
men guarding him was that the re- 
cital of the finding of the body of 
the Lindbergh baby had: left him 
nervous. 

Engineer Resumes Testimony. 

Court reconvened at 1:47 p. m. 
with Roberts back on the stand. 

Hauptmann was brought in three 
minutes after court convened. He 
paused for an earnest conference 
with Defense Counsel Pope before 
taking his seat. 

County Engineer Roberts took up 
his direct testimony on the diagram 
showing the outline of the Lind- 
bergh house ground floor and vari- 
ous other developments in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the house. He 
used a pointer to indicate the vart- 
ous details of the chart. 

Roberts then explained two dia- 
grams outlining the room—arrange- 
ment of the two floors of the Lind- 


bergh home. 


Pope, cross-examining, asked: 


“Can you tell me, Mr. Engineer, are 


the windows of the library on the 


first floor directly below the nursery 
window on the second?” The engi- 


neer replied that they were. 
(Col. Lindbergh was in the library 
when the kidnaper ascended the 


ladder and kidnaped his son.) 


Pope pressed Roberts for a com- 
plete report on the type of windows 
in the nursery and in the library be- 
low. The engineer said the nursery 
window was not a casement win- 
dow. 

Engineer Questioned About Stairs. 

Pope then asked how many stair- 
ways led from the first floor to the 
second floor of the Lindbergh 
house. 

“Two,” replied the witness. 

At defense request he described 
the dining room’s location on the 
first floor, and said it was 29 feet 
from the library. The distance 
from the top of the stairs to the 
nursery was five feet two inches. 

Hauptmann watched intently as 
the lawyer and the engineer dis- 
cussed the plan. 

Only two seats removed from 
Mrs. Lindbergh at the morning ses- 
sion, Mrs. Hauptmann this after- 
noon was taken to a seat behind 
the defense counsel’s table, five 
feet from her husband.

Chief of Army Engineers Re- 
ports on Work to Be 
Done in 1935. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Appro- 
priation of $155,000,000 for river and 
harbor improvements in the coming 
fiscal year was suggested today to 
Secretary of War Dern by Major- 
General E. M. Markham, chief of 
Army engineers. 

He said a survey by the Engineer 
Corps had disclosed $93,816,610 could 
usefully be expended on projects 
authorized by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration; $47,164,115 on mainte- 
nance and improvement of projects 
authorized by Congress, and 29,906,- 
768 for flood control work. Almost 
half of the total would be expend- 
ed on development of inland wa- 
terways, designed to furnish cheap- 
er water transportation for the in- 
terior. 

Of this proposed expenditure of 
$170,887,493, more than $14,000,000 
already appropriated remains un- 
expended, so that roughly $155, 
000,000 in new funds would be re 
quired. 


Gen, Markham reported that dur- 


/| ing the last fiscal year $153,149,798

was expended on river and harbor 
work on 344 prejects. This, he said, 
was responsible for excellent prog- 
ress on inland waterway develop- 
ment, especially the extension of 
the Upper Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers. 

A material contribution was made 
to relief of unemployment? through 
average employment of 70,000 men 
a week, he said. 

Preliminary surveys were made 
on 64 projects end 69 reviews made 
of previously reported projects. 
Comprehensive surveys of 17 more 
rivers, bringing the total to 173, 
were completed during the year. 

The report said useful spending 
could include $35,000,000 for the 
Mississippi River between the Mis- 
souri River and Minneapolis, $2,200,-

Chief of Army Engineers Re- 
ports on Work to Be 
Done in 1935. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Appro- 
priation of $155,000,000 for river and 
harbor improvements in the coming 
fiscal year was suggested today to 
Secretary of War Dern by Major- 
General E. M. Markham, chief of 
Army engineers. 

He said a survey by the Engineer 
Corps had disclosed $93,816,610 could 
usefully be expended on projects 
authorized by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration; $47,164,115 on mainte- 
nance and improvement of projects 
authorized by Congress, and 29,906,- 
768 for flood control work. Almost 
half of the total would be expend- 
ed on development of inland wa- 
terways, designed to furnish cheap- 
er water transportation for the in- 
terior. 

Of this proposed expenditure of 
$170,887,493, more than $14,000,000 
already appropriated remains un- 
expended, so that roughly $155, 
000,000 in new funds would be re 
quired. 

Gen. Markham reported that dur- 
ing the last fiscal year $153,149,798 
was expended on river and harbor 
work on 344 projects. This, he said, 
was responsible for excellent prog- 
ress on inland waterway develop- 
ment, especiaily the extension of 
the Upper Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers. 

A material contribution was made 
to relief of unemploymen? through 
average employment of 70,000 men 
a week, he said. 

Preliminary surveys were made 
on 64 projects and 69 reviews made 
of previously reported projects. 
Comprehensive surveys of 17 more 
rivers, bringing the total to 173, 
were completed during the year. 

The report said useful spending 
could include $35,000,000 for the 
Mississippi River between the Mis- 
souri River and Minneapolis, $2,200,- 
000 for the Mississippi between the 
Ohio and Missouri Rivers, $2,498,000 
for the Missouri from the mouth 
to Kansas City, $1,200,000 for open 
channel work in the Ohio River, 
$15,974,610 for the Missouri between 
Kansas City and Sioux City, $20,- 
000,000 for the Missouri at the Fort 
Peck (Mont.) dam site. 

The Mississippi River project 
calls for construction of 14 dams 
and locks costing between $2,000, 
000 and $3,000,000 each.

ACCUSED OF MURDER 


Detective Says They Deliber- 
ately Shot and Killed Lad, 
10, Near Butler, Pa. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUTLER, Pa., Jan. 3.—County 
Detective Hardee H. Hepler filed 
murder charges yesterday against 
two farm boys—Wendell Geibel, 13 
years old, and Clarence N. Haller- 
an, 12—alleging that they “deliber- 
ately killed a companion, Kenneth 
Paul Oesterling, 10, after a dispute 
last Saturday.” 

Hepler said that after the dispute 
the two boys started down the road. 
He said young Geibel shot at the 
Oesterling boy with a rifle, but 
missed and then young Halleran 
took the rifle and fired, killing the 
victim. 

The boy who was killed was the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Norman P. 
Oesterling. Young Geibel’s father 
is Stephen C. Geibel, and young 
Halleran is the son of Clarence Hal- 
leran Sr. 

The detective said the boys’ dis- 
pute started in a barn at the Oster- 
ling farm, The Halleran and Geibel 
boys threw chaff on a cow which 
the Oesterling boy was milking. He 
chased the two down the road, and 
they fired back at him, the detec- 
tive said.

Mrs. Farmer told the jury that 
she, too, was sorry for Mrs. Nash 
and that all she did was attempt to 
make a sorrowing woman comfort- 
able. 

The Government alleges that the 
Farmers, the Galatas, Stacci and 
'Mulloy conspired with Mrs. 
| through a series of telephone 
| calls to rescue Nash. Each of the de- 
fendants has denied, either by tes- 
timony or through counsel, that he 
or she knew that the man known as 
George W. Miller was actually 
Nash. 

Fear that Federal agents would 
kill him on sight without giving 
i|him time to surrender drove Gala- 
tas into hiding, he testified. 

“I read in a paper that Mr. Hoo- 
ver (J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
United States Bureau of Investiga- 
tion) had given orders to bring me 


ing his flight from Hot Springs 
the day after the killing of Nash 
and the four peace officers. “I 
didn’t think I'd have a chance 
and I wanted to be sure my mothers 
were cared for, so I sent my wife 
and mother-in-law to New York 
and my mother to California.” 

Galatas said he bought a small 
automobile, assumed the name of 
Richard Lee and set out to “see my 
mother in Santa Monica, Cal.” 

After a visit there, he went to 
New Orleans, where he later estab- 
lished business connections. He was 
arrested there by Federal Agent J. 
V. Blake. Galatas quoted Blake as 
saying: “I ought to kill you.” A 
prosecution objection was sustained. 

Galatas was New Orleans agent 
for a paint and varnish company. 

Says Nash Posed as Mason. 

He testified he had sought to aid 
Nash because the latter had repre- 
sented himself as a brother Mason. 
(Federal agents said Nash surren- 
dered fraudulent Masonic creden- 
tials when he was arrested, saying, 
“I've imposed on my friends long 
enough.”’) 

“Are you also a member of the 


Shrine?” asked a prosecutor. 


“I don’t think the lodge is on 
trial,’ Galatas*replied and Judge 
Otis quickly commented: “There is 
no reason why the subject of Ma- 
sonry should have been mentioned 
in this trial at any time.” 

Galatas said he was a gambler, 
holding the baseball gambling con- 
cession at the White Front in Hot 
Springs prior to the killings. 

It was at the White Front that 
Nash was arrested by Federal 
agents Jufie 16, 1933. 

“It’s probably the second highest 
class room of its kind in Hot 
Springs,” Galatas said of his estab- 
lishment, “and has a clientele com- 
posed almost entirely of doctors.” 

Questioned about his report to po- 
lice the day Nash was arrested that 
“Miller has been kidnaped,” Galatas 
said he acted after one of his em- 
ployes told him that three men 
armed with pistols had rushed “Mil- 
ler” away in a car. The agents were 
halted twice by Arkansas. police, 
but explained the case and con- 
tinued with Nash. 

Meeting With Mrs. Nash. 

Galatas said his activities were 
dictated solely by his sympathy 
for the plight of “Mrs. Miller” or 
Mrs. Nash, rather than part of a 
plot to free the prisoner. He said 
he found her at a tourist camp. 

“Don’t be alarmed, but some- 
thing has happened,’” he said he 
told her. “ ‘Your husband has been 
either kidnaped or arrested.’” 

He quoted her as saying: -“They 
might have wanted him for bootleg- 
ging.” 

He denied the testimony of Mrs. 
Nash that he had referred to her 
husband as Nash, saying he had 
never known the fugitive as any- 
thing other than “Doc Miller.” He 
also denied he had ever been on a 
party with the Farmers and the

Sterling E. Edmunds, St. Louis 
attorney, director of the National 
Committee, said in a statement is- 
sued yesterday that the adoption of 
the amendment in 1935 was a pos- 
sibility. This, he said, is because 
of misunderstanding of its true in- 
tent and scope. 

The argument outlined by Ed- 
munds against the amendment sets 
forth that: 

(1) It would affect 45,000,000 per- 
sons, or more than one-third of the 
entire population; (2) it is not a 
child labor measure, but one for 
the control of youth, as it would 
give the Federal Government con- 
trol over every minor under 18; (3) 
it is not restricted to paid labor; 
(4) it could supplant parental au- 
thority with Federal guardianship; 
(5) the Federal Children’s Bureau 
desires and plans to control labor 
of minors in homes and on farms; 
(6) state legislation has made a 
Federal act unnecessary, all states 
except Wyoming prohibiting em- 
- ployment of children under 14 in 
factories; (7) Federal powers, once 
granted, are fully exercised. 

Besides Missouri, the _ states 
where the National Committee in- 
tends to oppose ratification of the 
amendment are Alabama, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, 
Idaho, Indiana, Kansas, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, New York, North Car- 
olina,. Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah, Vermont and Wyoming.

Senator Wisdom Predicts 
Passage With Dog-Racing 
Feature Eliminated. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post,Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.—An- 
other attempt to pass a bill legal- 
izing pari-mutuel betting on horse 
racing in Missouri will be made in 
the present session of the Legisla- 
ture, this time without incorporat- 
ing the dog-racing feature which re- 
sulted in the defeat of the measure 
in the 1933 session. 


Senator Carroll Wisdom (Dem.), 
Bowling Green, author of the 1933 
bill, will lead the fight for racing 
again this year. He expressed the 
belief today that with dog tracks 
excluded the bill would be passed 
by both houses and signed by the 
Governor. 

Two years ago, Wisdom’s bill, ap- 
plying to all racing, was approved 
by the Senate but defeated in the 
House. 

The dog racing interests have 
heretofore insisted that dog racing 
be included in any measure to le- 
galize pari-mutuel betting. 

Wisdom said the new bill would 
provide for the appointment by the 
Governor of a racing commission 
of three members to exercise gen- 
eral supervision over all races in 
the State. Direct supervision would 
be exercised by various county 
courts or other administrative bod- 
ies, such as the Board of Aldermen 
in St. Louis. 

Applications to hold racing meets 
would be made to the County 
Courts, but the license fees would 
be remitted to the State. Wisdom 
proposed that half of the license 
fees be used to help support county 
fairs; 30 per cent for the fostering 
of 4H clubs throughout the State 
and 20 per cent to help support 
agricultural schools. 

The amount of the license fees 
has not been determined. He said 
he believed the fees should be fixed 
to net the State about $170,000 a 
year. 

Wisdom said that prior to the 
introduction of the bill in the last 
session, he made trips to about 50 
counties in the State and obtained 
the approval of county officials in 
each one of them for the measure. 

“With the dog racing feature elim- 
inated and the bill confined to 
horse racing, I am very hopeful 
that the bill pass this time,” he 
said.

He 
said he would introduce it at the 
earliest opportunity. 
At the same time two economists 
of Brookings Institution, Harold G. 
Moulton and Maurice Leven, made 
public today a pamphlet attacking 
the proposed compulsory 30-hour 
week, contending it would so in- 
crease labor costs that prices would 
ineviably soar. The net effect, ac- 
cording to their argument, would 
be to deepen the depression. Black, 
in the preface to his bill, takes ex- 
actly the opposite stand, holding 
that recovery cannot come about 
until purchasing power has been 
put in the hands of the consuming 
masses through radically increased 
employment. 

Center of Controversy. 
The 30-hour week promises to be 
one of the most controversial issues 
to come before the new Congress. 
Black introduced a 30-hour week 
bill in the last Congress which 
passed the Senate by a vote of 53 
to 30 but was dropped before it 
reached a vote in the House be- 
cause provisions of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act looked to the 
limiting of hours of work. 
The Alabama Senator also takes 
issue with the earlier Brookings’ 
study, “America’s capacity to pro- 
duce,” in which it was argued that 
even at the peak of prosperity the 
American productive machine was 
not lare enough to satisfy the 
wants of all Americans. Black con- 
tends that the productive machine 
was in considerable proportion kept 
in idleness, and its real capacity to 
produce never demonstrated. 
The new Black 30-hour week bill 
provides that “it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any employer subject to any 
of the provisions of this act to re- 
duce, directly or indirectly, the 
daily, weekly or monthly wage rate 
in effect on such date with respect 
to any of his employes until a rea- 
sonable opportunity has been af- 
forded to his employes, through rep- 
resentatives of their own choosing 
by a majority vote, to meet with 
the employer or his representatives 
and to discuss and consider fully 
all questions which may arise in 
connection with the reduction of 
such wage rate.” 

Besides barring goods from in- 
terstate commerce that were pro- 
duced by workers employed more 
than five days and six hours a 
week—a provision of the former 
bill, the present measure forbids 
government loans to or purchases 
from “any business enterprise op- 
erating contrary to any provision of 
this act.” Exemptions could be 
granted only by the Secretary of 
Labor or a representative of the 
Secretary of Labor. 

The Brookings economists point 
to the NRA to prove their conten- 
tion that wage increases under the 
present organization of society do 
not necessarily mean increased pur- 
chasing power. They refer to.a 
study, “the NRA as a recovery 
measure,” soon to be issued. 

“It is unnecessary to speculate,” 
they say, “as to the probable ef- 
fects of such an increase in wage 
costs upon prices—for we have be- 
fore us a comparable experience of 
the NRA. A study which the 
Brookings Institution has made of 
the effect of wage increases upon 
prices since the establishment of 
the codes shows that the prices of 
manufactured commodities and the 
wage rates of the labor engaged in 
the production and distribution of 
these commodities had roughly an 
equivalent increase. Whether or 
not one thinks so extensive a rise 
in prices was warranted, it is none

Reduction of Efficiency. 

The efficiency of industry would 
be greatly reduced by a compulsory 
30-hour work week, say Moulton 
and Leven. And because of this 
decrease in efficiency, the volume 
of wealth production would be “sub- 
stantially below the levels obtaining 
in 1929.” 

.“A rigid universal 30-hour week,’ 
say the economists, “would put in- 
dustry in a straight jacket and re- 
duce efficiency. Even though in 
time business might possibly acom- 
modate itself to an infelxible work- 
ing schedule, the immediate effect 
would be unequestionably to retard 
recovery.” 

Business, particularly small busi- 
ness, might face serious difficulties 
if confronted by rapidly rising 
prices which would result from the 
compulsory 30-hour week, according 
to the Brookings study. The “real 
wages” of workers would be “ap- 
preciably reduced in consequence 
of the rise in prices.” Farmers 
would pay more for everything they 
bought.

Crossley to Ask for $2,000,- 
000 More Than Was Ap- 
propriated for 1934, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.—Wal- 
lace Crossley, administrator of the 
Missour: Relief and Reconstruction 
Commission, said today that he 
would ask the Legislature for an 
appropriation of $6,000,000 as the 
State’s share of relief costs in 1935. 
This is $2,000,000 more than was 
appropriated for 1934 at a special 
session of the Legislature. 

Crossley is faced with the double 
problem presented by rising relief 
costs and the announcement from 
Washington that the Federal Gov- 
ernment expects the states and lo- 
cal communities, after Feb. 1, to 
carry a larger share of the relief 
burden than before. ; 

Last year, (the Federal Govern- 
ment paid approximately 85 per cent 
of the relief cost in Missouri. This 
year, Crossley said, it intends to 
pay only about 60 per cent. 

$12,000,000 for State. 

In his message to the Legislature 
yesterday, Gov. Park included a let- 
ter from Howard O. Hunter, field 
representative of the FERA, which 
\Ssaid Missouri would be expected to 
raise $12,000,000 for relief this year. 
A $6,000,000 appropriation by the 
Legislature would take care of half 
of this, the other half to come from 
local communities. 

Last year, the local communities 
riased only $2,500,000, Crossley said, 
He thought it “would be an impos- 
sible task” for them to raise $6,000,- 
000. 

Crossley is making a survey of 
the resources of the various coun- 
ties and the city of St. Louis, pre- 
paratory to sending to each a state- 
ment of how much it will be expect- 
ed to raise for 1935. 

“There are many counties,” he 
said, “which appear indifferent to 


their own emergency situation. It 
is to the county courts of these 
counties that I earnestly appeal in 


behalf of their own constituents, 
and call attention to the fact that 
the obligations of providing the 
necessaries of life to those who are 
dependent rests first on the local 
subdivisions, the cities and counties. 
| “The State relief office will close- 
‘ly scan records and watch the rec- 
ords of budgets, to the end that we 
may know what each county is do- 
ing, and we shall reserve the right 
to withdraw or withhold funds from 
those counties and cities which, al- 
though finnacially able, refuse to 
accept and discharge their obliga- 
tions to suffering humanity.”

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 3.—United 
States Senator Huey Long extended 
his influence over the Louisiana 
Supreme Court and the State Bar 


Association yesterday. 

Within an hour after John B. 
Fournet was sworn in as an associ- 
ate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
re-establishing Long’s four-to-three 
control over the State’s highest 
tribunal, an order was issued dis- 
missing two veteran court attaches 
and naming in their places, and to 
a third post vacated by death, rela- 
tives of two Associate Justices and 
one former Justice. 

The Justices then proceeded to 
recognize the legality of Long’s 
Plebiscite Jan. 13. legislative act organizing a new 

State bar, designed to replace the 
~ old Louisiana Bar Association 
which was hostile to Long. 

Power to Prescribe Bar Rules. 

With the legality of the act creat- 
ing the new Louisiana State Bar 
established, Long now is vested 
with power, through his Governor, 
who names the Board of Governors 
of the organization, to prescribe 
rules and qualifications for admis- 
sion to the bar in this State. 

The Board of Governors, ap- 
pointed recently by Gov. O. K. Al- 
len, is composed of friends of Long.

Mail Courier, Belated ‘Santa Claus, 
Arrives With Checks After 
Fighting Through Snowdrifts. 
HERRING NECK, Newfound- 

land, Jan. 3.—Santa Claus came late 

to this little fishing community, but 
he brought checks for 35 residents, 
nearly the entire population, signi- 
fying that they were sharers in the 
$450,000 estate of a remote, and 
probably in most cases forgotten, 
relative. The checks were in the 
packs of a mail courier, who 
reached Herring Neck after fight- 
ing through deepening snowdrifts. 

The money received so far is only 

the first installment of the eventu- 
al settlement of the estate of John 
Esau Miles, who died in New Zea- 
land last summer. Miles, so Herring 
Neck residents say, was one of the 
Newfoundlanders who emigrated to 
the Antipodes when economic con- 
ditions were unsettled on the Amer- 
ican continent after the Civil War 
in the United States. He prospered 
in business in New Zealand, but 
never married.

An En- 
glishman, Alexander Hare, landed 
with him and was co-King for a 
while, but he became bored and 
abdicated, leaving Clunies-Ross as 
absolute monarch. In 1886 Queen 
Victoria granted the family full 
possession of the islands forever. 
The present King is the first of his 
line to marry a white woman—the 
only white woman now in. the 
islands.

BROKEN BY REINFORCEMENTS 


Renegade Troops, Put to Rout, Kid- 
nap 70 Wealthy Men and 
Loot Villages. 
CHANGTEH, Hunan Province, 
China, Jan. 3.—Renegade troops 
besieging this city were put to 
flight yesterday by the arrival of 

Government reinforcements. 

Missionaries who had fled from 
Hunan Province, overrun recently 
by the westward-moving Commu- 
nist forces, were returning to their 
stations in the northern part of the 
Province, 

In the retreat from Changteh, the 
outlaws pillaged and murdered in 
the villages of Taoyuan and Tsouth, 
20 miles to the west. They obtained 
loot valued at $1,000,000 (silver) and 
carried off 70 wealthy Chinese for 


ransom. 


ST. PAUL PAINTERS’ AGREEMENT 


$1 an Hour Scale and 35-Hour Week 
in the Area. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Presi- 
dential approval of wage and hour 
agreement for painters, paper 
hangers and decorators in the St. 
Paul (Minn.) region was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Nation- 
al Industrial Recovery Board. 

Employers and workers agreed to 
a 35-hour week of five days and 
seven hours a day and a minimum 
wage of $1 an hour for journeymen 
painters and $1.10 an hour for 
swing stage work. Apprentices will 
receive a scale of wages ranging 
from 40 per cent of the journeymen 
rates for the first year to 80 per 
cent for the fourth year. Overtime 
will be paid for at time and a half 
rates. Work days will be from 
8:30 a. m. to 4:30 p. m.

MRS. ROOSEVELT 
GIVES A TEA FOR 
“CAREER WOMEN” 


Receives 500 Guests, Including 
One Negro, Who Are in 
Federal Jobs.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt yesterday 
gave the first of her teas for “ca- 
reer women” in Federal depart- 
ments. 

Mrs. Roosevelt shook hands with 
500 women, all of whom have posts 
of importance in State, Treasury, 


War, Justice and Postoffice Depart- 
ments. The wives of Cabinet offi- 
cers in those departments received 
with her in the Red Room. 

Among the guests was one Negro 
woman, Mrs. Coralie Franklin 
Cook, member of the Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Mrs. Roosevelt wore a gown of 
midnight blue velvet. The elbow- 
length sleeves were slit halfway to 
the shoulder, and there were three 
slits in the back of the blouse, 
which made for long-line ac- 
cents. A buckle of gold caught the 
belt in the back; the front was 
decorated by a single ornament, a 
medallion fashioned of gold spikes 
that were found in Maya ruins, 
hung on a long chain of antique 
gold links. The clinging skirt was 
very long.

Severai Senators who discussed 
the Governor’s revenue program ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the fig- 
ures submitted by him giving the 
experience with the sales tax for 
approximately nine months. No fig- 
ures for November or December 
have been submitted to the Legis- 
lature. 

The one-half of 1 per cent tax 
rate became effective Jan. 15, 1934. 
Up to Nov. 1, the Governor said in 


his message, the tax had yielded | 


a total of $3,096,007.27. 

The Senators said they believed 
that the final two months of the 
year would add at least $1,000,000 to 
the total given, asserting that De- 
cember tax returns, because of the 
holiday trade, probably would be 
equal to those of several other 
months. 

Need Must Be Shown. 

Senator Dongpelly, president pro 
tom, said he believed the situation 
would be carefully studied and that 
the need must be clearly shown be- 
fore increased revenues would be 
provided.

BRAZIL REPORTED 
10 SUSPEND 
SERVICE ON DEBTS 


Word in Rio Is Decision Has 
Been Made, Although 


Previously Rumor Was 


Officially Denied. 


By the Associated Press. 
RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 3.—It is 


stated in reliable quarters close to 
the Government that Brazil has de- 
cided to suspend services on its for- 
eign debts, although it had been 
officially denied that suspension 
had been discussed at the Ministry, 
of Finance. 

It is said the Government, faced 
with diminishing stocks of ex- 
change abroad and with rising Eu- 
ropean demands for payment in 
gold, is advising foreign bankers 
that services accorded in the Aran- 
ha funding agreement of two years 
ago must be suspended. 

(Last April Brazil undertook to 
pay the equivalent of $40,000,000 an- 
nually on a foreign debt amounting 
at that time to $1,250,000,000, of 
which about $670,000,000 had been 
incurred by the Federal Govern- 
ment.) 

One of the framers of the Aranha 
agreement, which was made public 
by decree on Feb. 5 last year, said 
he considered that the commercial 
treaty pending in Washington be- 
tween the United States and Brazil 
was “seriously jeopardized.” 

It was said that the first bankers 
here learned about the alleged de- 
cision to suspend payments was 
through a representative of Roth- 
schilds of London, who was. said 
to have left the Ministry of Finance 
two days ago “in great consterna- 
tion.” 

Two cablegrams were received 
here yesterday from North Ameri- 
can bankers expressed concern over 
debts owed in the United States. 


Rothschilds Payment Due. 

The payment to Rothschilds ma- 
tured yesterday, which was not the 
case with debts due in North Amer- 
ica.

GOV. PARK’S MESSAGE. 

Gov. Park’s message to the Missouri Legislature 
reflects a growing experience in state affairs. It is, 
in the main, a progressive message, one‘that induces 
a modest hope that the present legislative session 
will bear better fruit than the last.

I know that my retirement will 
make no difference in its cardinal 
principles; that it will always fight 
‘for progress and reform, never tol- 
erate injustice or corruption, always 
fight demagogues of all parties, 
never belong to any party, always 
oppose. privileged classes and public 
plunderers, never Iack sympathy 
with the poor, always remain de- 
voted to the public welfare; never 
be satisfied with merely printing 
news; always be drastically inde- 
pendent; never be afraid to attack 
wrong, whether by predatory plu- 
tocracy or predatory poverty. 


The Governor has accepted the common judgment 
in the states that state revenue must chiefly come 
from income and sales taxes. The movement of the 
states into the sales tax field strengthens, of course, 
the opposition to a Federal sales tax. A Federal sales 
tax would be superimposed upon state levies. It 
could easily become the straw that breaks the camel’s 
back. 

In recommending that the 5-cent levy on real estate 
be repealed, Gov. Park follows the example of states 
like Illinois. The accumulation of levies upon real 
estate has produced an intolerable burden. The dis- 
position everywhere is to discover a broader base for 
taxation. The Governor could not recommend further 
increases in the income tax, nor is there any reason 
why he should do so. The Legislature has made the 
income tax of Missouri one of the highest in the 
Union. The message does recommend revision of tax 


If the administration, as is reliably reported, has 
offered to promote Federal Judge Faris of St. Louis 
to the appellate bench on the condition that he re- 
tire after a short time, it has played Judge Faris a 
shabby trick. Either Judge Faris should have been 
offered promotion with no strings attached, or he 
should not have been offered promotion at all. 

The story is that if Judge Faris accepts, he will 
be supplanted in a little while by Seth Thomas of 
Iowa, who is now the legal adviser of the Agricultur- 
al Adjustment Administration. If it is the intention 
of the administration to appoint Mr. Thomas, the 
appointment should be made ina forthright way and 
not by the devious route that appears to have been 
chosen. 

Judge Faris should never have been placed in an 
equivocal position with respect to an advancement to 
which he is amply entitled on his merits. He has 
had a long and distinguished career on the bench.

Mr. Daily’s Water Meter Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE Public Utilities Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen is to be com- 
mended for not reporting out for passage 
the meter bill introduced by Water Com- 
missioner Daily. His bill is not a good 
one, not one for the best interest of St. 
Louis or its water-using citizens. 

The last administration laid out meter 
districts and proceeded to install meters 
contrary to existing ordinances (see pe- 
tition in case now pending against city). 
Several hundred meters were installed 
before the work was stopped at request 
of Real Estate Exchange. We had hoped 
the present administration would recog- 
nize the injustice of these installations 
and return users to flat rate, but it did 
not and will not. The exchange intro- 
duced a meter bill directing the Water 
Commissioner to restore to these citizens 
their equal right to purchase water at 
flat rate. Mr. Daily’s only reply is to 
suggest a lowering of meter rate for 
householders and small users and tack 
this reduction onto the manufacturers. 

Do not be deceived by Mr. Daily’s state- 
ment in regard to his meter bill: “If it 
had passed, the small user on meter rates 
would have a slight advantage over the 
flat rate. user.’ You who have had any 
experience with meters versus flat rate 
will not be. All others best “beware the 
Greeks bearing gifts.” 

Another feature of our bill is that me- 
ter bills be rendered monthly or quarter- 
ly. Mr. Daily wants to continue to ren- 
der bills semi-annually. St. Louis is the 
only large city in the U. S. A, billing 
meters semi-annually, Mr. Daily’s meth- 
od of bookkeeping, whereby he arrives at 
cost, is contrary to established practices 
and deceptive. A complete survey of 
the financial set-up of the Water Depart- | 
ment should be made by disinterested | 
non-political accountants. We _ suggest 
this to the Board of Aldermen. We stand 
for the flat rate sale of water through- | 
out the city except for manufacturing, | 
and certain types of business, office | 
buildings, hotels, users of water-cooled 
apparatus, etc. Our bill permits use of) 
meter if user desires it.

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STREET LIGHTING AND MOTOR FATALITIES. 

Is there a direct connection between a rise in the 
curve of automobile accidents and the city’s economy 
measure of keeping dark 5053 electric light standards 
out of a total of 42,065? The Safety Council thinks 
there is, and its argument is impressive. In 1932, 
when all of the street lights were turned on, 55 per 
cent of fatal automobile accidents occurred during 
darkness or dusk. For the first 11 months of 1934, 
when the economy measure was in effect, 66 per cent 
of fatal accidents occurred during darkness or dusk. 

The fatality record for December mounted to 23 
persons, six more than in November and 17 more 
than in July, when darkness comes late in the eve- 
ning. This appalling increase has shocked the com- 


munity and given impetus to various safety ideas, 
including a drivers’ license law. It should also cause 
the city to consider changing its light policy. The 
sum of $75,642 was thus saved in 1934, but if the 
saving was at the cost of human lives, it was trag- 
ically bad economy.

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A QUIET WORKER FOR EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 

The ®etirement from public office of Dr. Francis 
G. Blair, Illinois State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, does more than remove the last Republican 
from State office in Illinois. It takes from an impor- 
tant educational post a veteran administrator whose 
distinction it is to have served since 1906—more than 
a quarter of a century—in the office he now leaves. 
Born in a small town in nearby Illinois, at Nashville, 
Dr. Blair was well fitted by preparation and experi- 
ence for his long career as his State’s chief educa- 
tional officer.

MR. LANGSDORF’S LETTER. 
Following a recent Post-Dispatch editorial com- 


‘menting upon the activity in recent years of the City 


Plan Commission, Vice-Chairman A. S. Langsdorf of 
that body has written a letter exhorting his col- 
leagues to perform the functions for which the com- 


‘mission was created. Mr. Langsdorf’s letter does not 


go into the political background of the situation, al- 
though therein is the seat of the trouble. Mayor 
Dickmann’s administration has studiously ignored 
the commission and is attempting to reduce it to a 
negligible factor in municipal affairs. 

This is highly unfortunate. The record of the com- 
mission since it was established in 1916 fully justi- 
fies its continuance. As Mr. Langsdorf points out, 
the commission “was a potent factor in the prepara- 
tion and formulation of the numerous plans executed 
under the bond issue of 1923." It is the father of the 
zoning law, of the major street plan, of plans for 
river front improvement. Without the commission, 
St. Louis would be far different from the city of 
today, containing no one knows how many outrages 
against sound architecture and arrangement. 

As subjects now needing the commission's atten- 
tion, Mr. Langsdorf names the restudy and revision 
of the zoning ordinance; establishment of building 
lines on major streets destined for future widening 
or construction; the problems of public recreation, 
including planning of a system of outer parks; adop- 
tion of an official city plan, under which the growth 
of the city may be directed for the protection of prop- 
erty values and in the interest of beauty. 

The city administration is making a grave mistake 
in sidetracking the City Plan Commission. No mod- 
ern city can hope to escape the harsh and exceedingly 
expensive penalties of unplanned and unco-ordinated 


growth without such a commission. 
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A JOB FOR MISSOURI AND ILLINOIS. 

Missourians who are working for a State automo- 
bile drivers’ license statute will be interested to 
know that the Illinois Conference on Highway Safety 
Legislation has drafted an amendment to the Illinois 
Motor Vehicles Act which is designed to provide IIli- 
nois with the right to license its motorists. A second 
proposed amendment calls for the establishment of 
financial responsibility of drivers. The Illinois con- 
ference points out that it is the combination of these 
two obligations on drivers which has been found 
most effective in reducing careless driving and motor 
car deaths in 21 states and seven provinces of 
Canada. 

The reflection that almost half the states of the 
Union have already enacted statutes of this sort leads 
to the conclusion that Missouri and Illinois have been 
unduly lax in coming to grips with the subject of 
highway safety. The Legislatures of both states will 
surely use their present opportunity to do their long- 
neglected duty to that end. 
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AS WRITTEN IN THE ROSE BOWL. 

Football's future is in the air. The old-fashioned 
game was eclipsed, and superseded, by the forward 
pass at Pasadena’s Rose Bowl in the New Year’s 
battle between Stanford and Alabama. On the ground, 
Stanford was superior by a sufficient margin to win. 
Her two touchdowns, gained by the drive of sheer 
physical power, would, very likely, have meant vic- 
tory except for the virtuosity of Alabama’s aerial at- 
tack. 

Alabama's star, “Dixie” Howell, gave a luminous 
exhibition of flinging a football swift and far and 
with deadly accuracy. His performance enthralled 
the capacity crowd of 85,000 that gazed at it in pop- 
eyed wonder. It dazzled the unnumbered radio audi- 
ence that followed breathlessly the microphone’s un- 
believable narrative. It retains its miraculous qual- 
ity in the cold print of the day after. Of the 13 
passes attempted, all but three were completed, for 
a net gain of 216 yards. Howell threw 11 of those 
passes. On the receiving end, mostly, was Hutson, 
who occasionally, as strategy demanded, turned the 
job over to a colleague. Whether any such pércent- 
age of “completion” has been previously attained is 
a point to be left to the experts. But as against Ala- 
bama’s masterpiece, Stanford’s record of five suc- 
cessful efforts in 23 attempts, for a net of 86 yards, 
paints the contrast and tells the story. 

In its essentials and personnel, football will carry 
on as is. There will be 11 players on each side 
of the scrimmage line, swift, rugged warriors all, 
some of them giants, others of normal height and 
weight, each accomplished in his specialty, and work- 
ing as a team in the variety of offense and defense, 
with individual excellence achieving its reward. But 
the gridiron hero of tomorrow will be a youngster 
who can rifle a football to a pre-designated spot ata 
pre-arranged instant with the polished precision of 
William Tell or Deadwood Dick or Annie Oakley, or

Watchman, What Of The Night? 


HE other night in a theater I saw a 
T newsreei made up of exciting events in 

the year 1934. It showed Alexander mur- 
dered in the streets of Marseilles, and the 
murdered Dollfuss in his coffin, and a fear- 
ful earthquake in India, and the Morro Cas- 
tle burning, and the drouth in the West and 
so on through a succession of calamities. 

The announcer called attention to each 
scene with that mixture of unction and 
gusto and tiresome emphasis which men 
affect when they are trying to drum up 
emotion. He got nowhere with the audi- 
ence. They began by being impressed. But 
as the horrors succeeded one another, they 
became restless. Then they groaned de- 
risively. And, finally, when there was a 
break in the series and the homely and com- 
forting figure of Babe Ruth, batting his 
last ball, was shown, they cheered. 

It reminded them, I think, that human 
life does not ‘consist wholly of the mon- 
strosities of history and of nature and that 
a picture of the world composed chiefly of 
such things is an absurdity. 

This set me to wondering what scenes 
ought to have been put in the newsreel 
to give a truer view of the year 1934. The 
more I thought the more sympathy I began 
to have for the editor. It was obviously 
very difficult. Not much of a picture could 
be made out of kings and prime ministers 
not being murdered, of towns not devastated 
by earthquakes, of ships coming safely into 
port, of men in mufti not being paraded 
around behind tanks and machine guns, of 
governments standing solidly enough with- 
out the aid of tear gas and hand grenades. 

And, certainly, not much of a newsreel 
was to be made out of the statistics and 
graphs which we ponder daily for evidences 
of a little improvement in our affairs. Yet 
I had the persistent feeling that something 
profoundly moving and deeply significant 
had happened in 1934 and that the editor 
of the newsreel had missed it. And then 
it occurred to me that this thing which 
had happened was a thing that could not 
be photographed because it had happened 
in the spirits and minds of men and would 
elude the camera.

This thing, it seems to me, is the re- 
jection of an idea that is alien to Western 
civilization, though for a time it had a great 
vogue and increasing prestige. It is the 
idea that the security and happiness and 
glory of the individual man are to be found 
in surrendering to the compulsion of mass 
feeling and the dominion of omnipotent 
states. This idea, as I read history, is na- 
tive in the Eastern world and has inspired 
the long series of Oriental despotisms from 
the Egyptian Pharaohs to the present day. 
It took root in the later Roman Empire and 
destroyed the republics of the Graeco-Roman 
world. Again and again Western society 
has had to repulse the advance of the idea 
and of armies carrying it with them. Once 
more in our time Western men have had 
to face this challenge to their belief that 
the state is their servant and that the state 
is not the master of their lives. 

Western society has had to meet the chal- 
lenge, because in 1914 it was divided, devas- 
tated and disrupted by a great civil war. 
That struggle, and the fanatical unreason 
of the years that followed, gravely weak- 
ened that part of Western society which 
touches upon the Eastern world and has 
through all history been a borderland of 


conflict between Eastern and Western ideas. 
It was in this borderland that Bolshevism 
and Fascism appeared. They are two sprouts 
from the same stem. Though they employ 
some of the apparatus of Western civiliza- 
tion, in their essence they are nothing but 
another manifestation of the ancient des- 
potism of the East. 

All of the fundamental characteristics 
were to be seen once more; omnivorous gov- 
ernments claiming jurisdiction over every 
interest of man; rulers, like Hitler, raised 
above mortal criticism in their lifetime and 
deified, like Lenin, when they die; peoples, 
not daring to call their souls their own, 
half persuaded by terror and the destruction 
of all independence of mind, that they are 
living for the greater glory that is coming. 
These ideas are alien to Western civiliza- 
tion and have been, rejected by the genius 
of all those from Socrates through St. Thom- 
as Aquinas to the English and French and 
American thinkers who have made articu- 
late the Western way of life. 


~ - ™ 


At various moments, in troubled times, 
the struggle with these ideas has to be re- 
newed and it is from another such struggle 
that Western society is, I believe, now 
emerging. In ancient days the conflict was 
fought out on the field of battle, as at 
Marathon and at Tours and at the gates 
of Vienna. In’our time it has been fought 
out principally by agitation and counter- 
agitation for the possession of the wavering 
allegiance of masses of men. 

The issue has turned upon whether the 
Western democracies, adhering to their way 
of life, could demonstrate that they were 
better able than the Eastern despotisms 
to restore security to the people. I believe 
that during this year a decision has been 
reached and that the tide of these alien 
ideas has begun to recede. The struggle 
is not over, and the issue may not be final- 
ly settled during our lives. But during this 
year there has been an unmistakable re- 
vival of confidence in what can be done by 
Western methods and a growing revelation 
of the trué character of the despotisms. 

Only a short time ago, the minds of men 
were dominated by the notion that their 
social order had collapsed and that in Rus- 
sia or in the borderlands of Centra] Europe 
they were witnessing the birth of the civili- 
zation of the future. That is still the fash- 
ionable belief among many educated per- 
sons. But it is a fading belief. It has not 
been able to withstand the established fact 
that in the region of the Western liberal 
States there is a revival and that in the 
Eastern despotisms there is a fierce strug- 
gle for existence, kept just under the sur- 
face by the censors, the propagandists and 
the terrorists. The purge of June 30 in 
Germany, the barbarous murder of Doll- 
fuss, the assassination of King Alexan- 
der, a realization of what happened in the 
Russian famine, and now the systematic 
butchery of “class enemies” in Russia have 
just about turned the stomachs of Western 
men and opened their eyes to what these 
alien conceptions of government really mean. 
As a result, the balance of power as be- 
tween these two conceptions of life—the 
liberal and the despotic—has been shifted 
during the year. The liberal Western Pow- 
ers are no longer on the defensive. The 
despotisms are on the defensive. It is not 
such a bad prospect for the future,

There being no director of ath- 
letics, the law should be correct- 
ed to meet the new condition; 
and, while the Legislature is do- 
ing this, it might be well to take 
the whole law apart and see 
what’s wrong with its insides. 

If of an inquiring turn of mind, 


the legislators will find many 
weak spots within. Here are 
some of the things that would 
help deodorize a situation that 
has been something of a smell to 
many nostrils: 

Take away entirely the commis- 
sion’s control of passes and put 
the whole responsibility up to the 
promoter, subject to maximum of 
2 per cent of the house. 

Take away the power of any 
commissioner to arbitrarily de- 
cide disputed matters in his own 
district, and make it mandatory 
that the commission as a whole 
act. 

Provide salaries for the com- 
missioners and the establishment 
of a central office. 

Include all athletic clubs in the 
list of organizations eligible to 
promote boxing and _ wrestling 
shows instead of giving exclusive 
rights to benevolent, patriotic, 
military and charitable organiza- 
tions. 

Do away with that part of the 
law which makes any official of 
a State or other university an ex- 
officio chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

Limit the selection of members 
of the commission to men of long 
experience with professional 
sports. 


Handicap Too Great. 


ERHAPS the two factors that 

have done most to hamper 
promoters are the commission 
control of all passes and the 
clause limiting promotions to mil- 
itary and other non-sporting or- 
ganizations. 

At the time the law was passed 
the last mentioned feature was 
not considered desirable; but it 
was argued the bill would not 
pass without support of the Le- 
gion and other strong groups. In 
effect, however, this clause has 
been to furnish a5 per cent mill- 
stone around the neck of the pro- 
moter and it has effectually sunk 
him. Before he can operate he 
must obtain the sponsorship of a 
legion post or other organization 
to which he must pay a 5 per cent 
tribute for using its name.

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around at any important boxing 
or wrestling show and see how 
many of those prominent in lo- 
cal and political life are present 
in ringside rows. 

The right of a public official to 
give away a business man’s assets 
would be fought to the Supreme 
Court.

APPROPRIATION ORDINANCE 
BEFORE E. ST. LOUIS COUNCIL 


Provides for Expenditures of $32- 
000 More for Operating Costs 
This Year Than Last. 


Operating costs of the City of 
East St. Louis for 1935 will exceed 


the 1934 figure by $32,000, it was 
indicated by the annua], appropria- 
tion ordinance given its first read- 
ing yesterday by the City Council. 
Expenditures not to exceed $411,221 
are provided for in the ordinance. 
Last year a limit of $379,363 was 
set. 

The total appropriation this year 
is lower than that of last year, but 
the saving is made in special stat- 
utory funds over which the Council 
has no control. 

The appropriation ordinance wil! 
remain on file for one week and 
then will be voted on by the Coun- 
cil. If adopted it will become ef- 
fective in 30 days. 

The ordinance appropriates $60- 
000 for paying claims for current 
expenses allowed by the Council in 
the last quarter of 1934. 

Police Department appropriations 
were raised from $108,343 to $122- 
710, and Fire Department from $89,- 
092 to $90,602. 

An increased appropriation was 
made for street and bridge pur- 
poses. The City Council passed a 
resolution stating the opinion that 
the general tax authorized to meet 
the requirements of this depart- 
ment was insufficient and that an 
additional levy of 81-3 cents per 
$100 was necessary.

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Archduke Albrecht Changes His Mind 


Gave Up Royalty for Love But Now He'd Swap Wife for Throne 


brecht, pretender to the throne 

of Hungary, considered the 
world—or the throne at least—well 
lost for love. Renouncing all his 
titles and privileges as a member 
of the Hapsburg royal family, he 
married Irene Lelbach, a common- 
er, and in defiance of his ambitious 
mother, the Archduchess Isabella, 
announced his intention of settling, 
once and for all, the question of 
love or politics. 

Now the Duke has changed his 
mind. He has decided that he would 
like to wear the 1000-year-old crown 
of St. Stephan, but along with the 
same political difficulties that stood 
between him and the throne before 
his marriage, he now finds legal, 
domestic and financial obstacles 
knotting the problem. Before he 
can qualify again as a pretender 
to the throne, he must be divorced 
from his morganatic wife, and she 
it seems is perfectly willing to 
oblige him on that score—on one 
condition. And that condition is

that he provide her with $2,000,000 
an estate and an income. But Al- 
brecht can’t raise the cash, He has 
offered her 4,000,000 pengoes—that’s 
$1,000,000 in plain English—but 
Mme. Irene is holding out for the 
lump sum and the Duke is dis- 
tressed over her obstinacy. 

Like King Carol of Rumania, Al- 
brecht has found the royal road to 
romance full of rocks. After re- 
nouncing titles, rights and priv- 
ileges, and establishing residence in 
Brighton, England, to fulfill nec- 
essary residential qualifications, 
the Duke discovered a month or so 
after the ceremony was over, that 
he wasn’t married legally—at least 
in the eyes of the church. Irene 
Lelbach, it seemed, was a divorcee, 
former wife of Ernst von Rudney, 
one time Hungarian Minister to 
Sofia, all of which complicated the 
matter considerably. In September, 
1930, he issued a statement that he 
was convinced “as a faithful Cath- 
olic, from a human standpoint and 
having a regard for his soul's sal- 
vation,” that his marriage was not 
fully valid, and for this reason, he 
declared that he had not yet taken 
up residence with his bride. After 
two more months of assorted dif- 
ficulties, the bride finally returned

to her parents fn Subotica, Yugo- 
slavia, and there were rumors of a 
divorce. 

But, in April, three years later, 
it was announced that the Pope had 
finally been persuaded to grant a 
dispensation. It was pointed out by 
Budapest Catholic authorities that 
Irene’s husband was a Protestant 
and that therefore the marriage 
had never existed. The ex-Empress 
Zita, too, was heartily in favor of 
the dispensation, for, with the mar- 
riage sanctioned by the Pope, Al- 
brecht would be definitely removed 
as a rival pretender to the throne 
and her son, Otto, would then be 
the sole hope of the Hungarian 
legitimists. Although Albrecht, 
himself, had declared allegiance to 
Otto, automatically deferring his 
claims to the boy, at the time he 
went to England to claim his bride, 
with the new marriage blessed by 
the church, further legal difficul- 
ties would be encountered should 
the Duke ever decide to press his 
pretensions to the throne. 

And now the heir of the Haps- 
burgs has changed his mind. Be- 
lieving that the political star of 
the royalists is In its ascendancy, 
he is eager to qualify for the crown. 
But he finds now that.the marriage 
he was so anxious to have sanc- 
tioned by the chutch, is just an- 
other thorn in his side. Of course, 
there is the little matter of the $2,- 
000,000, but reports from royalist 
quarters, indicate that if the mar- 


riage angle might be arranged, the 
necessary cash could be raised. 
“The chief difficulty,” to quote one 
royalist leader, “is that absolutely 
no court exists to grant divorce to 
royal persons.” 

The Duke’s embarrassment over 
the matter of the extra’penzoes, is, 
of course, explainable. The war put 
quite a crimp in the Hapsburg for- 
tune. Albrecht’s father, the Arch- 
duke Frederich, was the richest 
member of the House of Haps- 
burgs, and was once said to be the 
wealthiest royal personage in Eu- 
rope. Albrecht himself placed a 
billion-dollar claim before the Per- 
manent Court of International Jus- 
tice covering loss of property dur- 
ing the war, but times have 
changed, and now he is having diffi- 
culty raising that extra million 
which is balking his ambition to 
rule Hungary.

LBRECHT’S latest campaign 
A to the crown recalls a similar 

effort a short time before he 
met and married the Yugoslavian 
beauty. A group of Albrecht’s par- 
tisans conceived the plan of marry- 
ing Albrecht to Paula Horthy, 
daughter of Nicholas Horthy, Re- 
gent of Hungary. In this way, all 
of Horthy’s power as Regent, would 
be transferred to their camp. Hor- 
thy refused to interfere in his 
daughter’s affairs, but in spite of 
his refusal the schemers persisted, 
and Paula and Albrecht were re- 


ported engaged. But the engage- 
ment failed to materialize and 
Paula finally married Count Julius 
Karolyi, and Albrecht transferred 
his affections to Irene Lelbach. 
The Duke’s announcement last 
September that he was allowing his 
wife to divorce him is interpreted 
now as the beginning of his present 
effort to qualify as potential head 
of the state. According to Hun- 
garian monarchists, Albrecht be- 


came aware at that time that the |

was made as a beginning of his at- 
tempt to pave the way to. the

At present Mme. Irene, known 
also as Countess Lovary, a title be- 
stowed on her by Archduke Otto 
at the time of her marriage to Al- 
brecht, is living alone in her own 
palace at Castle Hill, amusing her- 
self directing repairs and redeco- 
rations. 


And Albrecht is contemplating in- 
creased political activity—with his 
eye on the crown—but finds him- 
self slightly handicapped by his 
wife's indifference to his ambitions.

The bidding varied at the differ- 
ent tables. In some cases, South 
opened with a bid of one no trump, 
designed to show a powerful hand, 
with stoppers in all four suits. 
There is no especial reason for 
South to be the declarer at no 
trumps, however. He holds only one 
tenace. He will inevitably be the 
declarer, nevertheless. The correct 
bidding would be: one club, one 
diamond, three no trumps, all pass. 

The play was also slightly in- 
dividualistic. In every case, the 
opening lead was the jack of spades. 
After winning with the ace, some 
declarers based their hopes on a 
diamond split. They laid down the 
ace and queen, preserving the ace 
of clubs for a re-entry into dummy. 
Alert Wests, in with the king of 
diamonds, shifted to a small heart, 
and the result was a two-trick set 
for South. 

Other Souths gazed with fond 
pride at the club suit. They entered 
dummy with the ace of clubs, and 
took a diamond finesse on the way 
back. The same heart shift defeat- 
ed them one trick. 

Once West had failed. to open 
hearts, I should breathe a sigh of 
relief, and attempt to make three 
no trumps without going after six. 
After winning the first spade lead 
with the ace, I would lay down the 
king, and get rid of that bother- 
some ace of clubs in the dummy, 
while I still held stoppers in hearts 
and diamonds. That method of 
play will bring home four no 
trumps in top-card tricks. Mr. 
Schultz, at the end table, may make 
five by taking the diamond finesse, 
but I intend to safeguard my con- 
tract, no matter what course others 
may take. 

Incidentally, two unfortunates 
staggered into five diamond con- 
tracts, and were defeated the cus- 
tomary one trick. There is a very 
good play for five diamonds, even 
with the horrible trump distribu- 
tion, if the king of clubs is in the 
West hand.

1934 Awards 
Of Nobel Prize 


To Americans 


Three Physicians Received 
Recognition for Discov- 
eries in Pernicious Anemia.

Y nephew, aged 7, said the oth- 
M er day, “I have an idea.” His 
brother, aged 14, looked at him 
and remarked, “Beginner’s luck.” 
A great many people possibly feel 
that this applies to those who make 
important discoveries in medical 
science. But if the Nobel Prize 
winners in medicine can serve as 
an example, the exact opposite is 
the case. Their accomplishments 
were possible only because they had 
served a long apprenticeship in 
medical research work, and were 
prepared to make the discoveries 
which they did make. 
The Nobel Prize in medicine in 
1934 was awarded on Dec. 10 to 
Dr. G. H. Whipple of Rochester, 
New York; Dr. George Minot and 
Dr. William Murphy of Boston. 
The work for which the award was 
made was the discovery and the ex- 
perimental proof that the eating of 
liver will, for all practical purposes, 
cure pernicious anemia, a disease 
which until nine years ago was uni- 
versally consiedered to be fatal. 

Dr. Whipple’s contribution to the 
discovery was a long series of ex- 
perimental studies which showed 
that blood could be regenerated in 
an animal body which has been 
subjected to almost fatal experi- 
mental hemorrhage. 

This work was well known to 
many men, but it remained for Doc- 
tors Minot and Murphy to take up 
the implications, and to prove that 
liver would do this in the spontane- 
ous anemia of human beings, to 
which the name “pernicious ane- 
mia” has generally been given. 
Their minds were prepared for the 
acceptance of this idea because for 
years before 1925 they had been do- 
ing intensive studies on blood dis- 
eases. I have in my files a long 
series of articles with their names 
on the title page, which indicate the 
enormous amount of preparation 
which they put into their life work. 

“Truth,” said Pasteur, “comes 
only to the prepared mind.” While 
it is true that in the past many 
discoveries in medicine have been 
made by those who have not been 
trained in scientific methods, such 
discoveries are more and more 
fated to be things of the past. The
